Ohio, Decamber 22.—Sylvester

shot five times with probably fatal ef- 
fect at his home south of Delta, Ohio, 
this morning by J. E. Roach, 34 years 
old. The latter was arrested here to- 
night and taken to Wauseon jail. 

Roach claims he demanded pay for 
some work he had done for Soles Satur- 
day, when the latter attacked him and 
he shot in self-defense. One of the 
bullets shattered Soles’ jaw and cut the 
base of his tongue so that he could not 
talk, but before he became uncon- 
scious he maneged to show by signs 
that Roach had demanded all his money 
and thad threatened to shoot him if he 
did not hand it over.

Washington, December 22.—On Christ- 
mas eve the battleship fleet will drop 
anchor off Port = of Sprain, 
and complete the first leg» of the im- 
pressive voyage to the Pacific. In that 
ancient little port the 13,000 officers 
and men of the armada will celebrate 
Christmas with festivities and feasting 
aboard ship for all and shore liberty for 
of seasonable 
laid in before the 
fleet Jeft home -waters, and all hands 
will enjoy a break in the customary 
rations of deep-sea voyaging. For five 
day# the ships will lie at Port of Spain, 
where the officials and citizens have ar- 
ranged an elaborate program of enter- 
tainment, 

On Saturday the battleships will head 
southward for the long run down to 
Rio, where they are scheduled to arrive 
on January !1, for a stay of ten days. 
After the first day or two out from 
Trinidad probably no word will be had 
from the fleet until it is reported at 
Rio, as the ships will have passed from 
the zone of the wireless telegraph. 

“The program for the return of the 
fleet is a matter that has been dis- 
cussed among the officials of the navy 
department, but as yet no decision has 
been reached and will not be for some 
time to come,” said Setretary of the 
Navy Metcalf today. The -secretary’s 
remark was called out by a wireless 
message from the flagship Connecticut, 
Stating that Admiral Evans has said it 
is his persona! belief that the navv 
department's present intention is to 
have the battleship fleet return by way 
of the Suez canal next summer or fall. 
As the president, through Secretary 
Loeb. previously had spoken to the 
same effect, it seems clear that Ad- 
miral Evans’ statement was no: sug- 
gested by any definite move so far de- 
termined upon by those supreme in 
authority. 

In naval circles the opinion prevails 
that at most only a squadron composed 
of guch vessels as the voyage to ‘the 
Pacific shall have demonstrated to be 
“the pick of the fleet,” will be sent 
home through the Suez canal, while the 
remainder will take the shorter route 
around the Horn. It is not likely, how- 
ever, that all sixteen battleships will 
make the return voyage, as the dcsira- 
bility of a stronger fleet in the Pacific 
may be met by «the retention of per- 
haps several of Admiral Evans’ ships 
in those waters.

SUNDAY LAWS ENACTED 
FOR LABOR'S PROTECTION 


So Declares Judge Wallace, Whose 
Charge Caused Grand Jury to 
Begin Indicting—Judge Says 
Avarice Moves Violators 
of Sunday Law. 


Kansas City, Decmeber 
Wiliam H. Wallace, of the Jackson 
county criminal court, who hag been 


credited wtih starting the Sunday ob- 


servance movement in Kansas City that 
now has become Widespread, today is- 
sued a etaternent on his interpretation 
of the Missouri law that he is seeking 


to enforce, 

As a result of Judge Wallace's posi- 
tion the county grand jury has since 
September 20, returned 1,101 indict- 
ments against violators of the Sunday 
law and forced hundreds of shopkeep- 
ers to close their places of business 
on that day. The grand jury is stil! 
in session, and the judge says he will 
not cease his efforts until] the law 1s 
respected to the letter. J 

Judge Wallace on Sunday. 

Judge Wallace, in his statement, says: 

‘It is a mistake to suppoSe that the 
Sabbath is purely a religious institu- 
tion, and that its enforced observance 
is for the benefit of the church. Jus- 
tice Field, so long a member of our 
United States supreme court, was right 
when as one of the supreme 
judges of California he declared that 
Sunday laws are enacted primarily for 
the protection of labor. We cannot 
wonder, therefore, that men who work 
for wages in all the departments 01 
human induetry sending in the 
unanimous indorsement of the labor 
unions to which they belong. Nor 
should we wonder that avarice is turn- 
ing its, guns upon the friends of Sun- 
day observance. It can on Sunday glut 
its ravenous maw with more of the 
wages that have been paid the labor- 
er than any other three days: os the 
week combined. The Sunday theater, 
as well as the Sunday saloon, is a proor 
of this fact. 

Courts Hold Sunday 

“Upon the two that the 
constitution of man requires, andthe 
word of God commands, one day in 
seven as a day of rest, grounded 
the Sunday statutes of the several 
states of the union. With rarest ex- 
ceptions our. judi¢iat. decisions, whose 
name is legion, rest on Squarely the 
same finding. Ministers and priests 
could not have pronounced the Sab- 
aath more sacred than have the 
judges. Sunday laws have been de- 
clared constitutional by every state in 
the union, The United States supreme 
court, Mr. Justice Brewer rendering 
the opinion, has decided that we are a 
religious people, and that Christianity 
is part of our law. | 

“As to the progress of Sunday closing 
in Kansas City,, when the grand jury 
was convened here in September last 
over 600 retail groceries were open on 
Sunday. Now they are closed. 
barber shop in the city is closed. ‘Re- 
tail merchants have closed with the ex- 
caption of a few, who observe some 
other day as Sunday, as permitted by 
our statutes. The 2,000 places where 
cigars and tobacco were formerly sold, 
are obeying the law, excepting now and 
then a seeret sale. Only three theaters 
defy the law, and two of the latter have 
recently closed. The credit for this 
result is due largely to a grand jury 
composed of fearless, magnificent men.”’ 

No “Blue’’ Sunday in New York. 

New York, December 22.—With police- 
men as monitors prepared to stop any 
performance that escaped the bounds of 
“sacred or educational’’ the Sunday 
amusement promoters generally resumed 
business today. 

With few exceptions, the entertain- 
ments were such as had been given be- 
fore Justice O’Gorman’'s s‘rict interpre- 
tation of the Sunday closing law in- 
terfered, and after two ‘‘blue’’ Sundays 
resulted in the adoption by the alder- 
men of a more liberal ondinance. The 
exceptions were the moving picture 
shows of the East Side, which were not 
allowed to open, though the proprietors 

f some promised to picture only Bibli- 
al scenes. The peep shows of the 
penny arcades, however, were held per- 
missable, a 
ing drawn between views 
and those that stood still. 

The theaters, opera houses and high- 
er class of music halis continued closed 
as before. The vaudeville houses con- 
fined their programs to sketches, mono- 
logues, stereopticon exhibitions and 
singing. The only departure of conse- 
quence from the week-day presentation 
was that stage “business” was elimi- 
nated. Costumes, scene shifting and

Virwally Starving in 
herman Capital 


MUNICIPALITY IS ASKED 
TO FEED THE CHILDREN 


Investigation Shows that 12,000 
Little Ones Go to School Hun- 
gry, amd.the City Is Asked 
to Vote 837,500 to Alle- 
viate the Suffering. 


‘Berlin, December 22.—The municipality 
is face to face with a very serious prob- 
lem in connection with the supply of 
food to thousands of virtually starving 
children attending the primary schools 
in Berlin, whose numbers have been 
greatly augmented this year in conse- 
quence of the industrial inactivity. Hith- 
erto ‘the Ohildren’s Canteen Society has 
been able to cope with the task in a 
fairly satisfactory way by means of sub- 
seriptions from private sowrces, but the 
calls om its funds are this year go great 
that it will be unable to supply many 
of the children, 

Thousands Go Without Breakfast. 

In the first week of December, accord- 
ing to official statistics, from 245 out 
of the 285 primary schools, no fewer 
than 11,947 children attend school, in 
most cases without breakfast, and in all 
cases without the prospect of obtaining 
a midday meal at home. Of those, 4,498 
recefve a simple daily meal from the 
fourteen canteens belonging to the above 
mentioned society; 
totally unprovided for. 

The society’ will be able this winter to 
dispose of the sum of $8,421.50, and thig 
will be taken up by the, provision of a 
meal‘'a day to the 4,498 children already 
on its books. 

837.500 Needed te Feed Children. 

Altogether for the feeding of the 12,000 
starving little ones during the winter 
$37,500 will be necessary and the coun- 
cil is asked to vote $30,000 to make uP 
the amount required and place it at the 
disposition of the society for adminis- 
tration. 

Parents who do not send their children 
to school are fined unless they aan give 
medical authority for keeping them 
home. Therefore poor parents send

How the State Takes Charge. 
“Any bank doing business under 
thie act may place its affairs and 
assets under the control of the state 
bank examiner by posting a notice 
on the front door as follows: “This 
bank is in the hands of the state 
bank examiner.” ‘Signed by a ma- 
jority of the directors in their own 
handwriting. The posting of such 
notice, or the taking possession of 
any bank by the state bank examin- 
er, shall be sufficient to place all its 
assets and property, of whatever na- 
ture, in possession of the state bank 
examiner and shall operate as a bar 
to any attachment proceedings. 
“Whenever it shall appear that the 
capital stock of any bank or trust 
company doing business under this 
act has been impaired over ten per 
cent, the state bank examiner shall 
notify such bank to make such im- 
pairment good within ninety days, 
and it shall be the duty of the offi- 
cera and directors of any bank re- 
ceiving such. notice from the state 
bank examiner to immediately call a

He States That He Alone 
Killed Negro, in Self 
Defense, 


Hartwell, Ga., December 22.~-(Special.) 
Hugh Wall, the white man lodged in 
Hart county jail, charged with the mur- 
der of John Norris, the negro who was 
buried on the farm of J. D. Matheson, 
kisq., has made another statement re- 
garding the transaction with which he 
has been charged, 

Wall stated to Colonel Matheson and 
Sheriff Kidd that he alone killed Nor- 
ris, aS the result of a gambling game. 
Already Earnest Gray and Will Hitch- 
cock, two negroes, had been arrested 
and lodged in jail on the implication 
made by Wal, ‘They were carried to 
the scene of the trouble and every ef- 
fort made to get them to locate the 
grave, but it was evident that they 
knew nothing of the crime. 

Wall then made a ful; and complete 
Statement to Sheriff Kidd and Colonel 
Matheson, in which every detail was 
fully gone over and today he made the 
same statement to Attorney Julian B. 
McCurry of A. G & Jullan McCurry, 
the lawyers, who Wall has employed to 
represent him, 

He and Norris Rad gone to several 
negro houses and won considerable 
money at playing ‘“‘sxin.’ After their 
game was over Norris and Wall left 
“Speedville,’’ the farm of A. A. Me 
Curry, where quite a number of ne- 
groes live, and after winning’ their 
money they returned to Wall’s home 
and engaged in another game, where 
he won all of Norris’ money and they 
began playing for Norris’ hat which 
Wal, won. He picked it up and start- 
ed to take it, when Norris told Wall 


that if he took it he would wear it in 
hell, and Wall told him that he would 
take it if he had to go to hell after it. 
Norris, according to Wall, attacked 
him and they had a lively tilt in a 
death struggle, and after Wall had been 
thrown to the floor, he recovered his 
feet and in his own defense killed Nor- 
Tis with an ax. 

He went to a neighbor’s and got his 
wife and after discussing the matter 
they decided that it would be better to 
bury the negro. He stated that he felt 
justified in killing him, but did not 
want to be arrested for gambling, and 
especially with a negro.

The English pressmen traveling in 
Denmark nave been taken to Elsinore. 
They looked in vain for its “wild and 
Stormy steep,.’’ as for the battlement 
Where a famous ghost appeared. It is 
not that these poetic scenes nave van- 
ished. ‘hey never were extant. On 
hand, says The Pall Mail 
Gazette, our confreres saw the tomb 
of Hamlet, This must have consoled 
them unless they were so injudicious 
as to ask questions, and for most it 
had the charm of surprise also. That 
Hamlet was buried under a cross of 
stone in the public garden of Marien- 
lyst ranks among things not generally 
Known. But there’s no doubt about it 
‘for guileless persons who believe the 
evidence of their own eyes. If the 
cross ig broken and the _ inscription 
nearly effaced, those effects of age go 
to prove its authenticity, if proof can 
be needed. The record of the year also 
is lost, but we still trace the day of 
the month, October 32, which harmo- 
nizes with the well known eccentrici- 


ty of the deceased in a very pleasing 
manner. : 
Some worthy souls, Danish as Eng-

WORLD’S RECORD BROKEN 


Toepperwein in 10 Days Shot at 
42,500 Targets Thrown into the 
Air, and He Missed Only 
Nine-—He Used Auto- 
matic Rifle. 


San Antonio, Texas, 
The most remarkable shooting exhibi- 
tion ever recorded with firearms was 
concluded here today when A. Toep- 
perwein completed a ten day’s shoot- 
ing series during which time he shot 
at 72,500 targets and missed only nine, 
This: breaks the world’s record in sev- 
eral different ways, both as to the 
number of targets shot at and the 
number missed. Mr. Toepperwein closed 
the exhibition in whirlwind fashion 
shooting at the final 6,500 targets and 
only missing one. Toepperwein used a 
22 caliber automatic rifle and _ the 
blocks were 21-4 inches thick and 
were thrown into the air at a distance 
of 20 feet from the point where stood 
the marksman. 

When Mr. Toepperwein began to 
shoot he planned to break the world’s 
record. He decided to shoot 5,000 tar- 
gets a day for ten days, making a 
total of 50,000, which is 10,000 over the 
record. His shots, however, averaged 
about 7,000 a day and he decided to 
shoot the full ten days making the 
total of 72,500. He used two rifles, load- 
ing himself and shooting 500 shots 
with each gun alternately in order to 
keep them cool. There was a large 
crowd at the shoot today to witness 
the marksman’s final effort. 


Cahnging Tint sof Autumn Folaige. 


(From The Retail Druggist.) 

The common idea regarding autumn 
coloring is that frost causes the brilliant 
color of the leaves. Thig popular fallacy 
is without any foundation in fact; frost 
has aboslutely nothing to do with tinting 
of the leaves except that it hastens their 
fall. Autumn coloring is dwe to oxida- 
tion, which is caused by the action of 
light and heat, somewhat similar to rust 
on iron. With leaves it is due to the fact 
that in fulfilling their mission they be- 
come choked by their own exertions, and 
the acids thus formed are acted on by 
the oxygen. 

In extremely moist atmoapheres the col- 
ors are not usually very bright, ag in 
England, for example. Anid in very dry 
climates the leaves dry up suddenly, and 
their skin, which is very thick to prevent 
‘the escape of moisture, is not sufficiently 
tnansparent to allow of the color being 
sent beneafh. In the regions where the 
@#1tumn foliage is most vivid we find 
that an average season produces the 
finest colors. Neither a very dry nor 
very wet summer and early autumn will 
result im much briliancy.

The 
court recognizes and announces {[n no uncer- 
tain words that so far as the functions of in- 
terstate commerce are fundamental and es- 
sential, no act of congress can affect the 
Same, but that so far as those functions are 
incidental legislation can be had. So far as 
the proposed legislation is. concerned, it is 
really restricted to the field of dealing with 
Such matters of interstate commerce in re- 
gard to the buying and selling and imyporta- 
tion of Nquors, as are of an incidental char- 
acter, 

[I am not sure that I am correct in my 
ilustration; possibly I am not far wrong: 
and if the specific point is not correct it may 
serve for an illustration as to the difference 
between the fundamental and incidental. As 
stated by the senator from Pennsylvania, the 
great fundamental principle in interstate 
commerce is the right of a man to make a 
contract, and to have the contract executed, 
for the purchase of goods in one state te be 
delivered to him im another. Under the de- 
cision in the original package case the court 
held that the right did not terminate simply 
with the delivery of the goods, but that it 
extended to the further right to sell in the 
Original package the goods thus delivered. 
The supremé court t! construing the Wilson 
law recognized the fact that there could be 
a restriction in that particular, and that 
while it was thug the fundamental right 
of the party to have the goods delivered to 
him, the right to sell was an incidental right 
which could be controlled by congress, and 
was controlled by congress in the Wilson act.

bition. The number of those which 
now have total prohibition is increas- 
ing and ig going. to eontinue to Ine 
crease, and of course it should be the desire 
of congress, and is the desire of congress, se 
fas as it is practicable to do so, to make 
effective ihe legislation of the states in thie 
rezard. . 

In my own state there has recently been 
legislation by which after the first of Jan- 
uary there will be total prohibition of the 
sale of liquors within the state, and what- 
ever may the view of any one of us as 
to the propriety of such law, I am sure we 
all recognize the fact that so far as we can 
do so within the [imitations and restrictions 
of the constitution of the United States, we 
ought so to legislate as to make the legisla- 
tion in each state effcctive. 

I mentioned the fact, Mr. President, of @& 
bill which had passed the house. introduced 
by Mr. Littlefield, and which had come toe 
the senate. There were several other bills, 
among them a very important bill by a rep- 
resentative from my own state, Mr. Brantley, 
and I think there are several others. Sena-. 
tors I am gure from the developments of 
this debate will be disposed. to be a little pa- 
tlent with the judiciary committee when this 
subject comes to be investigated by it if it 
does not report with immediate promptitude, 
because it is.a question or extreme difficulty 
to determine accurately within what limita- 
tions we, can proceed to make effective leg- 
islation upon this subject. So far as it can 
be done 1 am sure there will be every dis- 
positf®n to do it.

New Orleans, La., December 22.—One 
of thé greatest channel making under- 
takings in the history of American 
river improvement will be prought 
nearly to completion this week when 
the jetties at the mouth of the South- 
west pass of the Mississippi river are 
finished. These jetties, after some 
dredging, between them is completed, 
will give the south one of the deepest 
arbors in the world by opening to the 
access of the largest steamships afloat 
the 100 and 200-foot depths of the lower 
Nississippi The harbor, thue 
made accessible, has navigable water 
connection with at least a dozen states 
bordering the Mississippi and its trib- 
utaries, the Ohio, Missouri, Arkansas 
and Red rivers. About $6,000,000 is 
being spent on this improvement by 
the United States government, which 
has the work in charge.

The submerged structure 
supporting this mass of concrete is 
made almost entirely of willow poles 
and brush. With the aid of frame 
works of scantiing the willows were 
formed Into so-called mattresses: broad, 
flat structures resembling bed mat- 
tresses in form, each about 2 feet thick. 
200 feet long and varying in width from 
35 to i680 feet. The mattresses were 
sunk one above the other, with the 
widest at the bottom and those above 
uniformly diminishing. In width as 
they approached the surface. The top- 
most mattresses were uniformly 35 feet 
wide, and on a level with the surface 
of the water.

the chamber. 

The debate which antedated 
agreement was on the resolution of Sen- 
ator Tillman directing the judiciary com- 
mittee to “consider and report by bill 
o: otherwise what legislation is desir- 
eible or necessary to enable the states In 
the exercise of their police powers to 
control commerce in liquors.” 

Senator Bailey's Views. 


On this subject Senator Bailey, 


Texas, said: 

‘! think much of the 
culty which has arisen over the 
of state laws regulating and, in some in- 
stances, prohibiting the sale of liquor, has 
grown out of the fact that the supreme court 
held the sale of liquor to be a matter of 
commerce instead of a matter of police. 

“tT never will assent, here or elsewhere, to 
the proposition that the federal government’s 
power to regulate commerce is superior to 
the state’s power to protect the health, the 
morals, or the peace and good order of its 
people. We are in the habit of calling them 
the police powers of the state, but ag @ 
matter of fact they are the most essential of 
all sovereign powers. It was a loose and 
unfortunate habit of speech which led the 
rofession of the law, and after them the 
Eotsatore of the country, to speak of these 
great and essential powers as a mere mat- 
ter of police regulation. They existed before 
this general government was ever dreamad 
of,, and they can not be annihilated by the 
state or by the genera] government. 

‘“"The state can contract away its right to 
levy taxes, according to the decision of the 
courts, but the state can not contract away 
what we are accustomed to calling its police 
power. But I presume this cemplaint comes 
too late. I presume it is now the settled 
law of this land, although it was not set- 
tled that way originally. 

“The original decision on this 
which was known as the ‘New Hampshire 
case, held that it was competent for the 
state to deal, and to deal in its own way 
and without limitation and according to its 
own judgment, with liquor introduced within 
{ts borders, from another state, but in the 
progress of events the court modified that de- 
cision, and I presume we must now deal 
with it as settled. 

“Accepting it as settled, then, 
question to be dealt with here !s merely to 
devine, as I understand the late decision of 
the court, the term ‘upon arrival.” The court 
was right under this act in saying that the 
ae had within the meaning of the law 

wiv awived In the state when it reached 
its point of destination, but if it were com- 
petent for congress in the beginning to vest 
the state with power to regulate interstate 
commerce—and that ig one of the absurdities 
which have led to this confusion of doctrine 
from the beginning to the end—if it were 
competent for congress to do that, surely it 
is competent for congress to define what it 
means by ‘arrival;’ and all that fs neces- 
sarv in the amendment of this law is simply 
to provide that congress may permit the gtate 
to deal with this question upon the arrival 
of the liquor whenever it crosses the border 
of the state and before it Is delivered to the 
consignee. In that view of It it seems to 
me purely a question of interstate com- 
merce,’’

‘““Except for one expression 
Cion, I would have nothing 
caught it when read at the desk, it directs 
the comumittee on the judiciary to report by 
bill or otherwise what legislation is neces- 
sary to enable each state to control what is 
within the police power of the state: or, I 
may go further, what is intrastate commerce. 
Assuming, Mr. President, that the matter we 
ere called upon, or will be called upon, to 
deal with is commerce of one character or 
another, interstate or intrastate commerce, 
an act of congress, and of course the report 
of a committee of congress could not add to 
or take from the conastitutfonal powers of the 
atntes or of the federal governmer&. 

“The constitution provides that congress 
sha! regulate. interstate commerce and no 
act of the legislature of any state can add to 
or take from that authority. 

“The constitution also provides that all 
powers not delegated by that instrument are 
reserved to the states respectively to the 
people, and no act upon the part of congress 
can affect that reservation. In other words, 
if it be In fact interstate commerce. con- 
gress alone can regulate it; if it be in fact 
intrastate commerce, the states alone can 
regulate it, and if it be fairly within the 
Power of the states to control their own do- 
mestic affairs as they relate to good order 
and morals—that is, the police power—no act 
of congress is necessary to permit the states 
to exercise that power and no act of con- 
greas could take from the state any of guch 
powers which they possess. 

“So, Mr. President, I doubt whether any 
@ct of congress or any report of any cuom- 
mittee of congress can reach the question. 
The states will determine for themselves how 
far they may go; the federal congress wil} 
determine for itself how far the national 
government may go, and it will.be left in the 
end to the courts when these questions sha)! 
arise between parties to lawsults. 

‘“T do not, however, Mr. President, 
scribe to the genera! doctrine that it 
the courts to determine constitutional ques- 
tions, but it is true that when a constitu- 
tional question arises between parties to lit- 
igation it may become necessary for the 
courts to determine a qvyestion of this char- 
acter. Then. as a rulé of action, though we 
may not agree argumentatively, we submit to 
the judgment: of the supreme court upon it.’’ 


Powe ro fthe State. 


Mr. Culberson: ‘What I call attention te 
is, How can the power of the states be af- 
fected by an enabling ace of congress?’’ 

Mr. Tillman: ‘‘Il say ‘within its borders,’ 
because if the supreme court had declared 
that this act of congress permitted the police 
power to attach as soon as the liquor got 
within the borders of the state—if the sy- 
preme court had declared that the act did 
not mean that the liquor was not within the 
state until it got into the hands of the con- 
gignee we would have no trouble at al]. But 
the supreme court has simply repealed this 
ect of congress. It has not declared it un- 
censtiiutionel, but it has repealed it.’’

But grad- 
ually that doctrine was modified, and the 
court from time to time withdrew from the 
control and jurisdiction of the states certain 
questions. They finally were about to with- 
Graw the whole question of interstate com- 
merce and to hold that the states could not 
legislate at all to control interstate cuom- 
merce,

or purpose at the time than that the decls- 
jon of the supreme court having deprived the 
States of the power to regulate the sale of 
liquor as long as it was in the original pack- 
age, the congress sought to modify and rem- 
‘ay that decision by the enactment of tris 
law, and we have the anomaly and, as I 
think, the indefensible condition of being 
compelled to come to congress for a law 
that permits the states of this union to 
efficiently enforce their sovereign right of 
reguiating their police. concerns. 

“This law (the Wilson act) was passed for 
tha: purpose, but those who ‘drafted it were 
Mot guite 30 speciis as they might have 
Pveen. ‘ 

“If they had taken more time and if men 
skilled in @ knowledge and in the phrase- 
o'ozy of the law had carefully p-epared this 
act, I think they woul] have prepared it 
ima Way to have made it manifest to the 
court that congress intended what the sena- 
ter now desires to do and what I beiteve 
the congress i.self at that time ‘intended 
to. do. 

“I thoroughly agree with the senator from 
Soutn Carolina that the men who framed 
and the men who passed that act believed 
that the moriwent -the Hquor crossed the 
border of a state it became subject to the 
jurisdiction of § the commonwealth.

At New York Sale Everybody Was 
Hunting Catchers, While Slah- 
men Were Not in Demand, 
Three Years Ago All 
Were Harlers.

Today catchers are the scarcest com- 
modity in baseball. You can count the’ 
g@00d ones in both leagues on either 
hand. 

Three ago 
scarce as the oysters in Park Row 
fut today you couldn't throw a 
down Broadway without hitting 
big league twirler who had “speed, 
ty of curves, the spit ball and a good 
head.” Just why this is managers don't 
pretend’ to know, but it’s true, just the 
same. 

During the recent “Old Glory”’ sale of 
ball players at the Waldorf everybody 
was reaching out for catchers, while 
pitchers were a secondary consideration. 
They were so plentiful as to be swapped 
in pairs, and a few inflelders and out- 
fielders had to be tossed in for good 
measure, to bring down a good throw- 
ing catcher who knew his, business, 

There Were Many Pitchers. 


The only catcher at the annual meet- 
ing was Mike Grady, retired, but pitch- 
_ers bobbed up in the corridors as fre- 
: quently as the holes in sweitzer cheese. 
Boston, Cincinnati, St. Louis, Philadel- 
phia and.Brooklyn were all looking for 
good backstops, and with the exception 
of Boston, who landed Bowerman, they 
went home disappointed. 

The only plausible explanation of 
this scarcity in catchers, according to 
Billy Murray, manager of the Phillies, 
is that the demand, for pitchers was 80 
great several years ago that a large 
majority of players began developing 
themselves into pitchers. In this flur- 
ry for twirling talent the catchers were 
almost forgotten. 

McGraw and Clark Griffith have often 
said that the catcher is the most im- 
portant and responsible man on a bal! 
elub, and they are right. No champion- 
ship was every won without a good 
catcher, and no world’s championship 
was ever won without a wonderful 
catcher, 

Criger Won for Boston. 


Boston beat Pittsburg for the great 
prize through the clean-cut work of 
Criger. The New York Giants defeated 
the Philadelphia Athletics through the 
masterful catching of Bresnahan. The 
Chicago White Six won from the Cubs 
through the catching of Sullivan, and 
the. Cubs defeated Detroit through the 
strategic work of Kling. . 

The reader will. very likely jump at 
this with the cry of ‘‘What'’s the mat- 
ter with the work of the pitcher.” 

That is a very natural impression, but 
“remémber it “is the catcher who sizes 
up the batter and directs the pitcher. 

The catcher is at all times the man 
behind the gun. Whichever way his 
shots are fired, other things being equal, 
60 will go the game. 

What known as team work base 
running such as the hit-and-run play, 
the double steal, ete., cannot be worked 
often when a good catcher is directing 
the defense. He must solve these prob- 
lems in advance and direct the rest of 
the team accordingly. If he sees indi- 
cations of a coming steal he orders the 
pitcher to “pitch out” and the play is

Mallachai <ittredge, a famous veteran 
backstep, fays the failure of so many 
catchers to hit is due to the fact that 
their met.tal and physical labor while 
behind tke bat tires them so that they 
cannot Pet their faculties together when 
it comes time to hit or play on the of- 
fensive. 

Most managers assert that they had 
rather have a good catcher who could 
mot hit .200 than a bad catcher who 
coulé. hit .350. 

Tre real “classy”’ catchers in the Na- 
tiow:al League are Kling, Bresnahan, 
Bewerman, PDooin and Bergen. In the 
Aenerican League the stars are Bulll- 
Wan, Criger and Bends. It would only 
be fair to also include Schmidt, Powers 
and Kleinow, for they are awfully ciose 
to the mark. 

Where are we going to get enough to 
supply the two leagues?

Fie Well Known Animal Are 
Picked Up by: turopeans, 


Thoughtful Breeders Do Not Fancy 
So Many Big, Sound Sires Being 
Sent Abroad—F. G. Jones, of 
Memphis, Named Ardelle 
After Daughter. 


Five pretty well-known trotting stal- 
lions were picked up by European buy- 
ers at the big November horse auction 
in New York city, they being Directum 
Kely, 2:08 1-4; The Phantom, 2:10 1-4; 
Lecco, $2:09 3-4; St. Valiant Vincent, 
2:11 3-4, and Baron H., 2:12 1-4. 

The time of this 
quintet of stallions gives some idea of 
the extent to which trotting’ is finding | 
favor in Europe, and especially in Aus- 
tria, to which country all but one of the 
above horses were sent And in addi- 
tion the stallion Pan Michael, that has 
a mark of 2:03 at the pace and 2:12 at 
the trot, has just changed hands at pri- 
vate sale for export to Russia, where a 
lot of good American trotters have been 
sent in the last few years. The one 
point above all others on which the for- 
eign buyers insist is that every horse 
they take must be sound and a good 
individual, and tn this respect they are 
much more exacting than breeders in 
this country. Formerly they were 
sticklers for size, but in cases where 
exceptional speed and good breeding 
is shown thig point may be waived, a5 
in the case of Pan Michael, and also 
Siliko, the last named being nothing but 
a pony in inches.

EVERYBODY NOT WISE TO IT 


Soccer football is playeq upon a field 
twice as long as it is broad, the maxi- 
mum length being 130 yards, the mini- 
mum dength being 100 yards. The goals 
are placed in the ceniter of the end lines, 
just as Rugby, excepting thiat the ball 
must go under the bar instead of olver. 
The goal posts are 24 feet apart, with a 
bar across them 8 feet high, the corners 
of the ground and the touch lines be- 
ing marked by two flags. The Dall is 
round and measures 27 inches tn circum- 
ference. The game is played by two 
sides of eleven pilayers upon each side, 
the time played usually being tiwo halevs 
‘of forty-five minutes each, with an inter- 
val of five minutes.

“Thank God! Some of us have been 
Him, and we have seen Him as a great 
plan worker. One who in the begin- 
ning wrought out not only His great 
plans for the formation and govern- 
ment of the world, but also for the Bi- 
ble. And the reason why this fact is) 
not more fully comprehended is be- 
cause skeptics do not know their Bibles. 
They study al! about the Bible, but do 
not study the Bible itself. To see this 
great plan of God one has to begin at 
the beginning and reverently follow 
every step through its sacred pages, 
looking for God and God's plan, and 
when it is found the old Book will 
shine with a new luster.

We 
want to get a view of the whole of it 
that we may properly appreciate any 
part of it. 

“Observing it in this way we will be

facts. For example, we will observe 
that the old Testament begins with ‘In 
the beginning God.’ This is just what 
we would expect. The Old Testament 
is distinctly God's voice to man, and 
it is perfectly natural that the first 
line in it should announce God.

Testament We observe that it begins 
with Christ—‘The Book of the Genera- 
tions of Jesus Christ.’ This also is per- 
fectly natural. The New Testament ig 
to distinctly reveal Jesus Christ, and 
therefore it should properly begin with 
Him. 

“See also the planning of God in the 
endings of the Old and New. Testa- 
ments. The Old Testament deals with 
the matter of law. Man jis tried by the 
Stern letter of the law, and hence it 
closses with a curse. The message of 
the New Testament is grace, hence it 
ends with a blessing. 

Observe also another fact concerning 
the beginning and the ending of the 
Bible. It begins with God and ends 
with man, and lying between these two 
great personalities is what God has to 
Say to man, and if we divide the Bible 


personae of evil—the devil, the 
those we also have the strength 
God—faith, hope and charity. 
“These do not seem to me to be ac- 
cidental arrangements. They are bound 
to be the product of the divine plan. | 
Take for example the scriptures as a |

“There is also seen a divine plan in 
the arrangement of the books of the 
Bible. In the Old Testament there are 
thirty-nine books. In the new Testa- | 
ment there are twenty-seven, making | 
in all sixty-six.

“The first miracle in the Old Testa- 
ment is significant: In the Old Testa- 
ment the first miracle recorded is that 
of Moses turning water into blood, 
which was a type of death, and was in 
keeping with the whole spirit of the 
law.

The Plan of the Trinity. 


“But nowhere in the Bible do we see 
greater evidence of a divine plan than 
to the prominence given the Trinity. 
Everywhere attention is called to the 
Holy Trinity—God the Father, God the 
Son, and God the Holy Ghost. Man 
himself is represented as a trinity— 
body, soul and spirit. The enemy of 
man is represented as a trinity—the 
world the flesh and the devil. 

“Temptation is represented as pre- 
senting itself in the form of a trinity. 
There is the lust of the flesh, the lust 
of the eyes, and the pride of life. It is 
significant that the two great tempta- 
tions, one of our fore-parents and the 
other of Christ, were in keeping with 
this trinity of temptation.

Mark wrote for the 
Romans. His idea was to reyeal Christ 
in His power. The Roman could not 
appreciate anything that was not keyed 
to pawer.

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IMPROVED FARMING. 

There are many things that may be 
done to improve the farm so as 1t0 
make {t @ more comfortable and desira- 
ble and happy home for the farmer and 
his family. Most of these efforts at 


improvement for these objects relate to 
the residence and its immediate sur-| 
roundings—the home, its condition and| 
furnishings, the yard, the garden and; 
orchard. But it is manifest that the 
financial ability to effect these improve- 
ments, so far as the average farmer is 
considered, depends mainly on the 
profitable results of the farmer's field 
operations—the returns from his fields of 
cotton, grain and grass and from the) 
products of his live stock. Therefore 
the main effort of’ the farmer must be 
directed to improving the productive- 
ness of his cultivated field and the prot- 
it-making quality of his live stock. In- 
deed, this is so well understood that 
there is danger of neglecting almost en- 
tirely the immediate home and the 
farmer too often falls into the fixed 
habit of considering that his business is 
solely to make cotton. and corn and 
let the house take care of itself as 4a 
sort of necessary shelter for his fam- 
ily, a protection against storms and 
cold, and a place in which: to spend the 
night. While not excusing him for fail- 
ing to provide home comforts according 
to his ability and to meet the reasona~ 
ble demands of the situation, {t must 
be admitted that the general improve- 
ment of the outlying farm—the broad 
fields that are to supply the provender 
for his live stock, food for his family 
and the products that are to be ex- 
changed in market for money with 
which to buy all other mecessaries—de- 
the best judge- 
ment, skill and energy of the farmer. 

The skillful development and improve- 
ment of the natural capacity of the 
soil should be the fundamental aim and 
constant purpose. There !s an old say- 
ing that if the farmer would be rich he 
must make his land rich; or, ‘“‘while he 
is making his Jand rich he becomes rich 
himself.” The man who converts a for- 
est into a field and then devotes his 
energies to getting out of the virgin 
soi} all that there is in ft that Is availa- 
ble: who goes on year after year wear- 
ing out and exhausting the original 
store of plant food and reducing the 
physical condition of the soil, getting 
smaller and small returns for his labor 
until, finally, it fails to yleld enough to 
pay for the labor of cultivation—such 4 
man fails short of the ideal or true 
theory of farming. Our fathers did that 
way and so they could afford to do so 
long as there was plenty of land in

BALANCED FERTILIZER. 

I. E. Hart, Holiy Hill, 8. C.—1 come to you 
for advice. [ used a fertilizer this year that 
analyzed 8-4-4. Is it a balanced manure? I 
used it o keep from mixing the manure. 
Please tell me what would be a balanced 
for our sandy lands of South Caroolina. As I 
said, | used 8-4-4 this year, which gave me 
plenty weed, but not much cotton. Please 
answer and oblige. 

Answer: The excessive production of 
“weed” and ‘not much cotton’ would 
ordinarily indicate that your. formula 
contained an excess of nitrogen. I have 
usually recommended as a formula for 
cotton or old, worn upland, one that 
would analyze 10-3-3, which would be 
relatively the same as  8.00-2.40-2.40. 
Actording to this your formula con- 
tained 1.60 per cent excess each of ni- 
trogen and potash. Your land being 
sandy, and piny woods, it is probable 
that there was not much, if any, ex- 
cess of potash. Why not buy acid phos- 
phate, potash and cotton meal and do 
your own mixing, as I have so long 
advised, according to the following:

But there has been a very great) 
change in the ideas and practices of the| 
present and immediately past genera- 
tion. The farmers of today—at least 
the white farmers who are working 
their own land (not ‘‘cropping’ )—are be- 
coming more and more attached to their 
farms and are realizing, in varying de- 
grees, the necessity for improved farm- 


creasing its productiveness. The up-to- 
date, progressive farmer is not satisfied 
to simply get as good yields per acre 
from his farm as it would produce when 
first reclaimed from the forest. The 
average productiveness of the upland 
soils of middle Georgia and those of 
adjoining states when first brought into 
cultivation, and unaided by manures or 
fertilizers of any kind, was hardiy 
more than half a bale of cotton, or fif- 
teen bushels of corn per acre. The av- 
erage yield of these crops, counting all 
the lands devoted to their. cultivation, 
probably has not within the last sev- 
enty-five years reached so high an ayv- 
erage. 

The census returns show a much 
lower average even now, although 
larger now than it was twenty or thirty 
years ago, and slowly climbing higher, 
showing the effect of the reform in ag- 
ricultural methods. Even now the 
larger part of the area in cultivation 
shows a very low average yield, much 
lower ithan any corresponding propor- 
tion of the area in cultivation fifty 
years ago. The larger general average 
yield of the entire area at present is 
due to the very greatly increased aver- 
age yield of that small portion of the 
aggregate area that is cultivated by 
better informed and more progresSive 
and skillful farmers than were our fath- 
ers and grandfathers. The larger area 
that has kept down the general average | 
yield is cultivated (so-called) Dy ignor-| 
ant, unprogressive tenants and “‘crop- 
pers,’’ in whom the land owner's inter- 
est centers and ends in ‘getting his 
rent": ... 

Forty or fifty years ago a yleld of one 
bale to the acre on old upland was con- 
sidered almost phenomenal. Indeed, 
there were plenty of men who were in- | 
credulous of such a yield, except, pos-'| 
sibly on a “cowpenned lot,’ or other! 
small, highly petted patch. Now, yields | 
of one and a half and even two bales 
per acre—‘‘the crop over’’—are well 
authenticated, and in some sections gre 
not considered particularly remarkable. I 
Wish the census bureau would find out 
how many acres of land in each cotton 
state yleld an average of one bale; and 
at the same time how many acres yield 
an average of less than one bale to 3, 
4 or 5 acres. I saw fields of corn during 
my recent tour of North Carolina last 
July and August, that were good for 
forty and fifty bushels per acre. These 
were usually on fields that the year be- 
fore had yielded two bales of cotton per 
acre—the same flelds that would not 
have yielded more than half a bale of 
cotton or fifteen Dushels of corn per 
acre, when fresh from the forest. 

These yields are mentioned because 
they practically illustrate the possibili- 
ties of our naturally best upland soils, 
and for the purpose of encouraging the 
efforts of farmers generally who wish 
to “go and do likewise.” Every farmer 
should ‘set a higher standard of crop; 
yield per acre, say one bale of cotton, | 
twenty-five bushels of corn and fifty! 
bushels of oats per acre. Many will! 
not be able to attain ‘such results the| 
first year of renewed effort over the. 
entire area cultivated; but they may ap-, 
proximate it closely by so simple a pro-| 
cess as eliminating (throwing out) such | 
flelds as will not produce, with good| 
management, at le a half bale of cot-| 
ton, or twelve Sushels of corn. There | 
are many farms that are so “run down” | 
by continuous planting in cotton that: 
it would be well not to plant an acre of | 
them in either corn or cotton. If 
planted at all it should be in cowpeas, 
followed by oats and rye, and these

I get for a ton of seed? 

Answer: You will find the subject 
treated in detail In the Weekly (and 
Daily) Constitution of November 4 and 
December 2, in reply to “O. €,” under 
the caption “Cotton Seed v. Cotton 
Meal.”” In each of these replies I 
stated (as has been repeatedly stated 
before) that for fertilizing purpoges 
from 800 to 900 pounds of cotton seed 
meal are equal to one ton of cotton 
seed. But in exchanging seed for mea] 
the farmer should have. in the form of 
meal, a fair share of the value of the 
oil contained in the seed. This - oil, 
while of no value as a fertilizer, is a 
valuable commercial product. At date 
of writing the reply which appeared 
December 4 crude ofl was worth 24 
cents per gallon, and on that basis I 
expressed the opinion that the oil mill 
cogld afford, without loss, to give 1,485 
pounds of meal in exchange for one ton 
of sougd seed, both delivered at the 
mill. At this writing (December 14) 
crude oil is quoted at 30 cents a gal- 
lon. There being about 42 gallons of 
crude ofl in a ton of seed it fqJows 
that the mill can now afford to give 
42 gallons multiplied by 6 (cents), or 
$2.52 more In cotton seed méal than on 
the 4th of December, or about 200 
pounds more—!,685 pounds of meal for 
a ton of seed. I will add that if I had 
a lot of sound cotton seed on hand I 
would certainly hold them for not less 
than 1,600 pounds of meal for each 
ton of seed and I would be certain to 
get that meal, and possibly more, by 
February, provided the price of of!

(2) I am not able to say what Is the 
current price, or commercial value oft 
raw ground phosphate rock. The un- 
ground Tennessee phosphate rock is 
worth about $6.00 to $7.00 per ton in 
Atlanta, Ga., for use in making acid 
phosphate. The raw, g¥ound phosphate, 
or ‘“‘floats,’’ has hardly attained a com- 
mercial standing as an ingredient to be 
used directly as a fertilizer, Or aS &n 
ingredient of a fertilizer. Some ex- 
periments have got fairly good results 
from the use of the untreated ground 
rock (‘‘floats’’); but the weight of au- 
thority 1s decidedly against the edvisa- 
bility of employing ‘‘floats”’ directly as 
a fertilizer eapecially or quick-growing 
summer crops, such as corn, cotton, 
ete. Fairly good results have been Ob- 
tained from its application to fall-sown 
small grain, grass, etc. 

I a mnot prepared to take’ {issue with 
the propositions laid down by _ the 
“speaker” at a famous institute, to 
which you refer, because I am not in- 
formed as to the character and condli- 
tion of the soil the speaker had in his 
mind. His position. may or may not 
be correct. If he referred to rich, dark 
colored alluvial sotis, he was probably 
correct. But YI do,not believe he or 
any one else will find it expedient to 
use raw ground phosphate rock in 
place of acid phosphate, on corn, cot-

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SPAVIN OF. MULE. 
Equalily, Ala.—Will you please give 
me a cure for spavin or something that 
would take the soreness out of it? It {s a 
smal] bump just below the hock joint on the 
inside. She is a fine young mule, 6 years old, 
Right lame when she first starts off, but 
after traveling a while you can’t hardly de- 
tect it. ‘ 

Answer. Not every case of spavin is 
curable; but when if is low down on 
the hock joint it is usually reducible. 
The. followtng is the treeatmeent rec- 
ommended, In the early sttages, where 
there is acute inflammation, indicated 
by soreness and lameness, give com- 
plete rest and apply cold water as con- 
stantly as may be convenient, for sev- 
eral days. Then make an ointment of 
2 drams of cantharides, | dram of bi- 
niodide of mercury, one ounce of lard. 
Mix and rub in well a little with the 
fingers. Let it remain 24 hours, kKeep- 
ing the animal’s head tied up during 
that period. Then wash off and 
grease with a little lard. Repeat the 
ointment every second week until three 
or four blisters have Deen applied and 
give at least three months’ rest. If

Judging from your descrip- 
tion of the symptoms I think the dis- 
ease is what is called “limberneck,” 
which is said to be caused by the 
fowls eating maggots that they find in 
putrifying dead bodies. It is probable 
that the carrion contains certain 
poisonous germs such as are called 
“ptomains.” The disease has not been 
recognized in the books on diseases of 
fowls. In the Weeekly of Seeptember 
24, 1906 a remedy was given by “ J. T 
B. A.,” of Roanoke, Ala., as follows. 
“Make pills of breead crumbs saturated 
with spirits of turpentine and push 
them down the chickens’ throat as soon 
as discovered. Make the pills ag large 
as the end of your finger and ive 
or 3 at a dose. If not too far gone, it 
will cure.” 


ONE TON OF FERTILIZER PER 
ACRE. 


A. R. Lipman, Frolona, Ga.—I have a 
plat of ground that makes about one- 
half bale to the acre. I want a ton of 
guano to put on it. Will you tell me 
how much acid phosphate, how much 
cotton-seed meal and how much muriate 
of potash will be required to make up 
a ton? The land was originally heavily 
timbered with oak and hickory and 
some pine. Would you advise nitrate 
of soda at planting trme or would it be 
best to apply it on the side just as it 
begins to come up?

In this particular case—applying such 
a large dose per acre—it might be well 
to reduce the cotton-seed meal to 469

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pounds (using the last above formula), , 


which would make the total of the for- 
mula 1,700 pounds, all of which should 
be applied not less than two weeks be- 
fore planting, putting one-third in the 
center or bedding furrow, and one-third 
in each of the listing furrOWws. You 
will then be able to apply 150 pounds of 
nitrate of soda to the acre, or 50 pounds 
at planting time, or within a few days 
after planting, and the remaining 1!00 
pounds about June, or just before the 
cotton commences to bloom. The 50 
pounds may be applied either in the 
furrow with the seed, or on top of the 
ground along over the row of covered 
seed immediately after planting, or 
within a few days. I would not wait 
until the plants commence coming up 


| because it may be dry weather and the 


nitrate may not dissolve and get within 
reach of the tiny rootlets of the grow- 
ing plants as promptly as desirable. 

In conclusion, I dg not wish to be un- 
derstood as approving the application 
of a ton of the fertilizer per acre on 
such land. If you purpose fertilizing 
your entire cotton, crop that heavily, 
well and good—if you are willing to 
take the risk of a_ possible long 
drouth. A very heavy application of 
fertilizer to a summer-growing crop is 
not the only nor the most potent fac- 
tor in crop production. The other fac- 
tor is plenty of moisture and this plenty 
of moisture must either be conserved 
by having plenty of vegetable matter 
(humus) in the soil, or it must be sup- 
plied by rain fn “due season.
